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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 7-8, 10 and 13-17 
rejected under 103(a) as being unpatentable over Williams (5,815,794) in view of Martin (5,020,129), applicant quotes MPEP as to 
obviousness and states that the 103(a) rejection does not disclose or suggest all the claimed limitations of independent claims 7 and 13 
and further discusses the disclosure of Williams and Martin (see pages 5-7 of applicant's Remarks). 

In response, Examiner disagrees. Examiner notes applicant's arguments, however, the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporate into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references 
would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. Applicant's arguments are directed against the references individually and one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. In this 
instant William discloses an RF module or a Tap 170 couple to a bidirectional communication interface for providing return path and 
forward path (fig. 3) with Diplex filter 360 and 370 for filtering upstream and downstream communication signal and further discloses that 
a headend controller controls remote point 104 to connect/disconnect service to remote point 104 (col. 8, lines 14-18). Williams is silent 
to a controller for selectively providing unimpeded, partially impeded and full cut off of cable service in the downstream path. However, in 
the same field of endeavor, i.e. apparatus or receiver for providing CATV services to subscriber locations, Martin discloses a 
microcontroller 14 or a switching mechanism, which selectively provides unimpeded, partially impeded and full cut off of cable service in 
the downstream path (fig.1 and col. 7, line 67-col.8, line 9 as discussed in the office action. Hence, applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive, the 103(a) rejection of claims 7 and 13 and the 103(a) rejection of their dependent claims is proper, meet all the claimed 
limitation and maintained. 
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
